UTILIZING POWER OF TIDES. 



Difficulties in Way of Project Will AH 
Be Overcome, 

Tho difficulties of concentrating tid- 
al power and making It available are 
great and so far It has been used only 
on a small scale and In a primitive 
way, but the near future will probably 
see great electric generating planta 
established at favorable localities 
where the tides run high and there are 
natural storage basins. Some months 
ago a plan was worked out for utilis- 
ing the ebb and flow of, the River 
Seine. Assuming that tidal embank- 
ments were needed for guiding the 
channel through tho estuary It was 
proposed that these' be connected to 
the shore on cither side so aa to form 
two large reservoirs, each of which 
should bo divided Into a high water 
basin and a low water' basin, 
the discharge from ono to the 
other to drive turbines. The available 
tide Is about 10 feet. Each reservoir 
would have an area of about 2,600 
acres, and It was estimated that about 
6,000-horsepower would be given oft 
during the alx hours of the rising tide. 
The cost of division dams, turbines 
and other works was -placed at $6GV 
000. From this tho annual cost of each 
horsepower was computed at 18, 00, in- 
cluding land rent and interest at 10 
per cent., but this would rise to more 
than $30.00 11 the channel walla were 
to form a part of the expense.

OSCAR IS. OF SWEDEN DIES; 
GUSTAVE V. NOW IS THE KING 



Whole Country Mourns for the Vener- 
able and Beloved Monarch—His 
Sucdessor Takes Oath 
Of Allegiance. 



Stockholm. — Oscar II,, king of 
Sweden, died at 9:10 o'clock Sunday 
morning. Tho death of the venerable 
monarch occurred In tho royal apart* 
mont of the palaco, whoro, surround- 
od by tho members of his family. In- 
cluding the aged queen Sophia and 
tho crown prince, Oscar Gustavo, and 
high minis tors of state, tho Inevitable 
and had boon awaited, while outsldo 
the palaco groat crowds stood with 
bowod heads and tearful eyes long 
after the announcement camo of tbs 
death of their well-loved sovereign, 

Tho wholo country Is bowed with 
grief, for King Oscar waa somothlng 
moro than a ruler of his people and 
had endeared himself to them as nn 
intlmato and personal friend. When 
tho flag on the palaco was dipped to 
half most there was a moan of anguish

Gustavo V. Now King. 

Tho succession to tho throne of 
Sweden now passes to Oscar Gustavo 
Adolphe, duke of Vermland B the oldest 
son of the late king. At a meeting of 
tho council of state, Sunday aftomoon, 
the new king took the oath of allegi- 
ance under the title of Gustavo V., and 
adopted tho motto "With tho People 
for the Fatherland." Tho princes 
then took the bath of alioglance, and 
the new monarch accepted the homage 
of tho state officials. 

The last hours of the expiring mon- 
arch were passed In unconsciousness 
and up to the end be gave no sign 
of recognizing those about him. The 
queen was grief -stricken because he 
could not bid her farewell. At 5:15 
Sunday morning the gentlemen of the 
king's court were aroused and ordered 
to appear at once In the bed chamber. 
The premier and foreign minister and 
tho highest court official a, together 
with all the members of the king's 
family, assembled there and remained 
at his side until the end came. _ ' 
Sketch of Oscar's Life.. 

Oscar was born January 21, 1829, 
He was the third son of King Oscar I., 
and of Queen Josephine, daughter of 
Prince Eugene of Leuchtenberg, and 
a grandBon of Marshal Bernadotto. He 
succeeded to .the throne at tho death 
"of his brother; King Carl XV., Septem- 
ber. 18, 1872, Ho was, married Juno 6, 
1857, to Queon Sophia, daughter of 
the late Puke William of. Mausau. 
Four' children survive him — Gustavo, 
now king, born Juno 16, 1858;, Prince 
Oscar Bernadotto, born November 15, 
1B59; Prlnco Carl, born February 27, 
1801, and Prlnco Eugene, born August 
1, 1S65. Gustavo was married Sop- 



Uy and whenever he traveled to the 
south of Franco ho made it a point 
to visit the little bouse 'at Pau where 
his grandfather was bom. A tablet 
over the door of tho little one-story 
house hears this inscription: "The 
peasant, Charles Bernadotto, who sub- 
sequently rose to be field marshal ol 
Franco and ultimately King Charles 
XIV. of Sweddn and Norway, waa 
.born in this cottage In 1763." In ap- 
pearance, however, King Oscar was 
every Inch a king and thore Is no sov- 
ereign in all Europe who was more 
Btately and more regal In bearing than 
was 1 he. in height King Oscar stood 
six feet two Inches — taller than most 
of his subjects who, as a rule, are toll 
men. 

Scholar and Life Saver. 

Tho late king was distinguished fn 
philosophy, having received degrees 
from so many universities- of Europe 
that ho may fairly ho callod, bo far as 
degrees iadlcate, the most learned 
man In Europe. Ho was an author, a 
translator, a learned man In political 
economy and tho sclenco of govern- 
ment, a musician, an historian and a 
playwright All the great master 
pieces of literature, historical, philo- 
sophical and religious, be translated 
lata Swedish, One of his novels, the 
ono which has hecomo the most wide- 
ly kaown of his works of fiction, deals 
with the rise of his own family of 
Bernadotto ond the accession to tho 
throne of Sweden of his. grandfather. 

With all his accomplishments as a 
BCholar, King Oscnr was a bravo man 
and wore upon his breast on, state oc- 
casions a medal bestowed on him by 
the French government as a reward 
for. two heroic deeds. performed when 
bo was a young man. 

Sweden's foreign' policy .will remain 
unchanged, it Is believed.

Camp l.lncnln Is locnled on the west* 
ein lioutuhiry of Ihe city of Spring- 
field, three ml leu from tlie center of 
the city, and Is reached by electric 
lines, The camp site Is very Ueatttl- 
fll!. in again rent shade trees, admirably 
rtlHtrllmtcd. lending beuuty nnd com- 
fort. -The natural drainage is excel- 
lent, lind n system of sewers stipphv 
meitts this nnd carries off the waste 
water from (he kitchens. 

Water Is piped fin 111 the city mains 
nnd tlie hydrants nre enn ven ten tly tlV 
trlbuted. Shower baths nre provided 
for nlllcers and men. The water 
closets provided" for officers and men 
are eniinceted with the sewer and nre 
flushed frequently. Kitchen garbage 
mnl reruse were re moved from the 
camp dally and covered with petrole- 
um and burned.

I am Indebted to the officers and

Fair Association Meats. 

Tbo effect of tho recent changes In 
pasfjongor rates upon the attendance 
at stato fairs, and tho question of, 
nowspapor advertising, was among the 
Important subjects discussed at tho an- 
nual convention of tho American As- 
sociation of Fairs and Expositions, 
which opened In Chicago. The. moot- 
ing was held In the Auditorium hotol. 
Dolegatos from all parts of the United 
States. wore in attendance. Secretary 
Pro Tom. R E. McCoy of tho state 
attended as a delegate. Other mem- 
bers of the Illinois board, which Is 
particularly interested In tho ques- 
tions before tho association, wore also 
there In an official capacity. At this 
meeting tho dates for all fairs In this 
part of tho country for 1908 were 
fixed. Many of tho states In which 
fairs belonging to this association are 
located recently passed laws making 
two cents a mllo the maximum pas- 
senger rate. In such states no rate 
were offered to and from tho state 
fairs. This waa the case In Illinois, 
where the two-cent charge prevailed 
fair weak. The discuss (en of the ef- 
fect this had upon tho fairs was 
led by W, R. Malior, Lincoln, Nob,; 
C. E. Cameron, Alta, la., and Charles 
Downing, Indianapolis, Ind. 



Sees Danger. In Policy. 

Lieut. Gov, L Y. Sherman, la an 
address at tho Stato Normal univer- 
sity at Normal, assailed many of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's policies, He ve- 
hemently denounced tho president's 
plan to license all corporations doing 
an Inter stato business and to place the 
absolute power .of revocation of li- 
censes In the bands of the president 
of -the United States. Mr. Sherman 
characterized this proposition "eco- 
nomic viol once," and sold that any at- 
tempt "to amend the constitution by 
construction" and to lodge "this enor- 
mous power la tho hands of ono man" 
would . mean "shrunken fortunes" in 
Illinois Instead ot "swollen" ones. Mr, 
Sherman said thero was "no difference 
between tho peBpotism of a mob and 
tho despotism of a king," and told his 
hearers that further attempts to cen- 
tralize governmental powers at Wash- 
ington at tho expense- of tbo sovereign 
states would end In disaster. He said 
It would at onco nullify tho child la- 
bor and mining laws of Illinois and 
place all such local questions in the 
hands of federal officers. It would 
mean, bo said," tho wiping out ot the 
polico powers of tho states. 



Ogtesby Gives Show Alone. 

A one-man session of tho house waa 
held tho other evening, when Repre- 
sentative Oglesby called tho house to 
order and adjourned it with no other 
member present. Tho senate did not 
moot. Mr, Oglesby bos suggested a 
plan by which the perfunctory sessions 
may be dispensed with and the farce 
of meeting and adjourning bo ended 
until tho assembly is ready to go to 
work again. It Is that Senator Hay, 
representing tho senate, formally re- 
code from the senate's position In re- 
fusing to adopt -tho house recess reso- 
lution, with none of the balking sen- 
ators present to object Hay can do 
this under the rale,, which permits 
business by unanimous' consent when 
tho question of a quorum Is not raised.

William Boldcnwcck probably will not 
have to mako good the mysterious loss 
of $173,000 from the local flub treasury 
which was discovered on March 2 last 
A dispatch from Washington carried 
tho Information that tho treasury de- 
partment had found-that tho loss was 
not the .'fault of the -Chicago official 
and as a result Senator Cullom had In- 
troduced a bill ot credit to Mr. Bolden- 
deck for the amount ot tho theft.
